0.8 B. 6W.—In exerclnp of thp oow'rs conVrr°d bv sub-section ('ll of section 
25 of the Customs Act, 1932 (62 of 19321 the Central Government being satisfied 
that It is necessary In the public interest so to do, hereby exempts— 

(a) hellconters Imported Into India predominan'ly for use In eyrlcultuPal 

operations and certified bv the Director Gen“rs] of Civil Aviation 
that they have been imported for such use, fiom so much of that 
portion of the dutv of customs I'viah'e theronp which Is specified In 
the First Schedule to the Indian TarifE Act, 1934 (32 of 1934), as is in 
excess of 15 per cent ad valorem; 

(b) parts of helicopters imported into India— 

(1) for use In helicopters referred to in clause (a), or 
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(ii) for u?c In hellooptera predominantly uped In iiKricultiiral operations and 
imported into India before the date of this nctitication, 

from so much of that portion of duty of customs leviable thereon which Is speci¬ 
fied in the said First Scheduie as is in excess of 15 per cent ad valoTein: 

Provided that the Importer, by execution of a bond in such form and in 

such sum as may be prescribed by the Assistant Collector of Customs, 
binds himself, to pay on demancf in respect of su ’h parts as are not 
proved to the satisfaction of the Assistant Collector of Customs, 
within six months from the date of their importation or within such 
further period as the said Assistant Collector may allow beyond the 
period of six months, to have been used in any of the helicopters 

referred to in this clause, an amount equal to the difference between 

the duty leviable on such parts but for the exemption contained 
herein and that paid at the time of importation.
